Argument to him; If he would Sign, he ſhould be ſtill their Gracious 
King, if not, he killed bis Father: But when they found he: would not 
de convinced with ſuch Logick, they laid it utterly aſide, for (without 
doubt) they had not loſt an Advantage ſo uſeful as they might have 
made it in their Charge, had they not known it would have coſt them 
more Impudence to mantaiv, than they ſhould need to uſe in pro- 
. - ceeding without it; but let us conſtder your Student's Might, with. 
which you day you are ſatisfied, and yet after have it as a Riddle.
